The victims, Robert Peter- 
son, 14 years old, John Schues- 
sler, 13, and his brother, Anton 
Jr., 11, last were seen alive in 
the area Sunday night. 

The circular instructs anyone 
who finds a clue to get in touch 
with Chief of Detectives John 
T, O'Malley. 

Numerous Reports. | 


So many reports were stacked | 
on the desk of Lt. James McMa- 
hon this morning it took him 
two hours to wade through 
them. 

Every police detail was con- 
tributing time and men to the 
massive search. 

Police themselves hunted in 
garbage cans, vacant lots and 
alleys for clues. 

The boys’ nude bodies were 
found Tuesday in a forest pre- 
serve. 


Authorities are divided about 
the motive for the crime. 

County officials, including 
Sheriff Joseph Lohman and 
Coroner Walter McCarron, have 
said the boys were probably 
murdered by one of the teen- 
aged gangs that roam the north- 
west side, but many city offi- 
cers say the motive is still a 
mystery and may have its roots 
in sex perversion, 

Seen by Driver, Waitress. 


A bus driver and a waitress 
helped police to the conclusion 
that the boys were murdered 
some place in the six-block area 
bounded by Argyle, Leland, 
Laramie and Long streets be- 
tween the hours of 9 p.m. and 
midnight Sunday. 

The boys were strangled— 
the Peterson boy by a tie or 
rope and the Schuessler broth- | 
ers by hand—and their bodies 
were dumped later in the Rob- 
inson Woods outside the city 
limits, police believe. 


Bus Driver Bruno Mencarini 


was apparently the last person | 


outside of the killer or killers 
to see the boys alive. He told 
police last night that the three 
boys boarded his bus at 8:55 
p.m. and got off a few minutes 
later in the heart of todays 
search area. 

The bus driver's statement 
pinpointed the bov’s where- 
abouts shortly before their 
deaths and greatly aided police 
in concentrating their search 
for clues to a single part of the 
northwest side. 

Mencarini remembered the 
boys because ‘“‘they were quiet, 
and that’s unusual for kids.” 

Ate at Restaurant. 

The waitress, Mrs. Elsie Weis- 
berger, said the boys ate a 
hearty mea' hetwéen 5 and 6 
pum. at the C. & L. Restaurant, 
a. favorite teen-age hangout. 
They impressed her with their 
politeness, she said. 

Police said the boys appar- 
efiitly spent their last hours try- 
ing to find a place where they 
could bowl. They visited two 
egtablishments between 6 p.m. 
afd 8:55, but were turned away 
because the alleys were full 
amd they talked of going into 
agother bowling alley as they 
left Mencarini’s bus. 

Authorities working on the 
ten-aged gang theory pointed 
out that a band of young toughs 
has been hanging out in the 
neighborhood. It includes girls 
as young as 13 and boys as old 
ag 20, they said, and the mem- 
bers caress each other on the 
streets and shout foul insults 
tq passing women 

It was theorized that one of 
the murdered boys gave the 
heodlums a “smart answer” and 
a fight broke out. Police pointed 
owt that Bobby Peterson. the 
most aggressive of the three, 
was horribly battered ‘and might 
have been killed first. The 
S¢huessler brothers may have 
been killed to keep them from 
talking, officers said 

Never in Gang Feuds. 

Police Commissioner Timothy 
O'Connor discounted a gang 
warfare theory. The murdered 
beys had perfect records. he 
said, and had never been in- 
v@lved in gang feuds. 

Despite the widespread search 
for clues, which included 110 
saidiers yesterday, police were 
yet to come up with any con- 
crete leads.

In October 1944, Stalin was 
presented with a list of missions 
for his Far Eastern forces pro- 
posed by the United States Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. Stalin wel- 
comed the idea of Soviet and 
United States officers proceed- 
ing at once with detailed plan- 
ning, but the staff meetings 
never materialized. 

Despite Soviet promises at 
Yalta in February 1945, the doc- 
ument continues, “increased So- 
viet co-operation in planning 
United States-Soviet strategy 
in the Pacific did not material- 
ize.” 

In view of this atmosphere, 
the document adds, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff in April began 
reconsidering the value of a 
Soviet contribution to the war 
against Japan. The Chiefs came 
to the conclusion that Soviet 
entry into the war was no longer 
necessary for a successful in- 
vasion of Japan. 

As a result, the activities of 
the United States military mis- 
sion in Moscow were curtailed, 
and several projects, such as 
assignment of a United States 
strategic bomber force to Sibe- 
ria, dropped 

The efforts at military co- 
operation in the Far East were 
revived at the Potsdam con- 
ference in July 1945. There, for 
the first time, the United States 
military leaders received full 
answers to their questions about 
joint military efforts in the 
Pacific. Russia then was already 
on the move to enter the war 
against Japan

Stalin Proposes To Have Russia 
Enter War Against Japan In An- 
swer To ‘Formal Request’ From 
Allies—Move Takes Mr. Truman 
By Surprise.

ME ninth session of the Berlin conference got 

under way with a discussion of the now familiar 

topic of Poland’s western frontier. Churchill 
pointed out that the Poles were evacuating Germans 
from an occupational zone. This area was part of the 
Russian zone and Poles were driving the Germans 
out. He felt that this ought not to be done without 
consideration being given to the question of food 
supply, reparations and other matters which had not 
yet been decided. The result was that the Poles had 
little food and fuel, he said, and that the British had 
a mass of population thrown on them. 

Stalin remarked that we should appreciate the position 
in which the Poles found themselves. They were taking 
revenge on the Germans, he said, for the injuries the Germans 
had caused them in the course of centuries. Churchill pointed 
out that their revenge took the form of throwing the Germans 
into the American and British zones to be fed. 

I expressed full agreement with the Prime Minister that 
this should not be tolerated. If the Poles were to have a 
zone, I repeated, this matter should be considered carefully. 
The occupying powers of Germany were Great Britain, the 
Soviet Union, France and the United States. If the Poles 
were in a zone, they were responsible to the Soviet Union 
for it. I stated that I wanted to be as helpful as I could, 
and the position I had taken was that the frontier should be 
fixed at the peace conference. 

At this point, I thought it necessary to tell what my 
powers, as President, were with respect to the question of 
the treaty of peace. When we were discussing matters 
appropriate for inclusion in the peace treaties, I stated, I 
wanted all to understand that under the Constitution of the 
United States a treaty could be concluded only with the 
consent of the United States Senate. 

I assured them that when I supported a proposal at the 
conference, I would use my best efforts to support the matter 
when it came up for consideration in the Senate. This did 
not preclude, however, my coming back and saying that I 
considered the political sentiment in the United States was 
such that I could not‘press the matter without the danger of 
injuring our mutual relations. 

I explained that I was making these remarks not in 
order to change the basis of any discussion with my col- 
leagues nor to change the basis upon which the discussions 
with President Roosevelt had been held, but to make clear 
what my Constitutional powers were. I had to consider these 
matters, I continued, from the standpoint of the people of 
the United States, and I wished to be able to be in a position 
to get the best arrangements approved by the Senate. I 
concluded by saying that I was convinced that world peace 
€ould be maintained only by the cooperation of the three 
major powers present at the table. 


Did Not Wish to Abuse War Powers. 

Stalin inquired if my remarks referred only to the peace 
treaties or to the whole discussion. I replied that I was 
referring only to those agreements or treaties that had to 
go to the Senate for ratification. I had large war powers, 
I pointed out, but I did not wish to abuse these powers to 
the point where they might endanger the conclusion of peace. 
Furthermore, I explained, I wanted always to have the full 
support of the American people for my policies. 

Stalin said he understood. Churchill, I know, understood. 

Stalin took the position that in the discussion of German 
supplies and production, coal and steel] were much more 
important than food. Stalin, I could see, saw his opportunity 
here to bargain for access to the resources of the Ruhr basin. 
And now he argued that the yield of this German industrial 
area should be made available to all of Germany, as Churchill 
argued that East German food supplies should be. 

Churchill replied that the British themselves were short 
of coal. Stalin replied that the Russian situation was still 
worse than that of the British. He was afraid, he said, that 
if he started describing the situation in Russia, he would 
make Churchill burst into tears. 

A few more interchanges followed, and Churchill, re- 
ferring to his departure for the British elections, announced 
that he had finished. 

“What a pity,” Stalin quipped. 

\ “TI hope to be back,” Churchill replied. 

Stalin remarked in reply that, judging from the expres- 
sion on Mr. Attlee’s face, he did not think Mr. Attlee was 
looking forward to taking over Churchill’s authority. 

With the end of the ninth meeting, the conference was 
adjourned until the return of the British delegation from 
England. 

As there was no meeting on July 26, I left early in the 
morning by plane for Frankfurt. Gen. Eisenhower, Lieut. 
Gen. Wade H. Haislip, Maj. Gen. Harold R. Bull and Brig. 
Gen. Doyle O. Hickey greeted me and the members of my 
party at the airport in Frankfurt. In General Eisenhower's 
armored car we drove to the 84th Infantry Division head- 
quarters in Weinheim. 

The route led through several picturesque little German 
villages that seemed to be unscathed by the ravages of war. 
As a war reminder, however, there remained signs along the 
road that read, “Mine-swept to ditch.” 

Just before noon we arrived at Gen. Bolling’s headquar- 
ters, a beautiful chateau that had formerly been the home 
of German royalty. The house was handsomely furnished, 
and apparently nothing had been altered to change its original 
appearance. In one corner of the main room hung a red 
flag inscribed, “Russian 32nd Cavalry Smolensk Division 
Greets the 84th Railsplitter Division,” which the Soviets 
had presented to Gen. Bolling when the two Allied divisions 
had met on the Elbe. 

After luncheon at Gen. Bolling’s headquarters, where I 
visited with a cousin of mine, Col. L. W. Truman, Gen. 
Belling’s chief of staff, I inspected the 84th Division, In the 
first group were about 450 men, all from Missouri. As I 
walked down the line, I singled out several of the men to 
inquire what their home towns were and to discover what 
mutual acquaintances we might have.

After a brief talk to the group, I ended by telling them 
that I did not want to keep them in the hot sun any longer 
to listen to me since I was not running for office and since 
they couldn’t vote for me anyway.

Alfred K. Lee, 
a personal friend of mine and son of former Congressman 
Frank Lee, were dinner guests at the Little White House 
that evening.

“I went to Frankfurt and inspected two American 
divisions on Thursday, the 3rd Armored and 84th Infantry 
Divisions. 

“Lewis Truman, Ralph's boy, is the Chief of Staff and 
Assistant Division Commander of the 84th. He is a full 
Colonel now. I saw a lot of Missourians and a lot of good 
American soldiers. In most of the regiments they had the 
Missourians all in one place. I saw men from all over the 
state and talked to them. 

“When we were going through the 3rd Armored I made 
the remark that I’d seen a lot of Missourians, but no South 
Carolinians, kidding Mr. Byrnes, who was in the car behind 
me. The soldier who was driving the car stood it as long 
as he could and finally, much to the pained surprise of the 
General who was riding with me, spoke up and said he was 
from Mr. Byrnes’s home town, Spartanburg. I stopped the 
caravan and brought Jim up and introduced him, The kid 
lived just around the corner from him. 

“That part of Germany where we made the inspection 
looks much different from Berlin and its surrounding terri- 
tory. The children and the people looked well fed and 
seemed in better spirits. 

“The big towns like Frankfurt and Darmstadt were 
destroyed, but the small ones are intact. It is awful fo see 
what the bombs did to the towns, railroads and bridges. To 
think that millions of Russians, Poles, English and Americans 
were slaughtered all for the folly of one crazy egotist by 
the name of Hitler. I hope it won't happen again. 

“There was a lieutenant named Hitler in one of those 
Missouri artillery outfits I inspected. He was from St. Louis. 
We had lunch with the 84th Division, finished the inspection 
and went back to Frankfurt where I pinned medals on three 
Englishmen and a Canadian. 

“It was the best day I’ve had here. Hope you are both 
well. I am hoping to leave here some day soon. Maybe 
next Tuesday or Wednesday. 

“Love to you both. 

“Harry.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Your editorial of Oct. 6, favoring 
regulation of railroads, came as quite 
a surprise. 

You have editorialized in the past, 
and quite rightly, that your business 
must be absolutely free of all forms 
of governmental restriction if it is 
to serve the public. It seems strange 
that you so vigorously deny to other 
American business men the privilege 
you claim for yourselves. 


It does not seem strange, how- 
ever, that you are forced to go back 
in history 75 years to find the reasons 
for your opinion; it has been almost 
that long since monopoly-type regu- 
lation for the railroads had any pub- 
lic purpose. 

You certainly must know that any 
man who has a down-payment for 
one truck is able to solve his trans- 
portation problems without any de- 
pendence on either the rails or any 
other common carrier. To talk of 
monopoly when this situation exists 
is ridiculous. You must also know 
that the common carrier truckers, 
contract truckers, private truckers, 
barge lines and pipelines are all 
allowed to undersell the railroads. 


Surely the Post-Dispatch can offer 
the public a more realistic view 
than one apparently gleaned from a 
college lecture on FE'ementary Polit- 
ical Science circa 1932.

Why They Fight It 

Despite the need for thorough-going charter 
reform, Mayor Tucker fears that the Aldermen 
are inclined to sanction only a little tinkering 
here and there. But, as he says, this is a matter 
for all voters, not just the Aldermen. Freeholders 
should be chosen to make adequate recommenda- 
tions for acceptance or rejéction at the polls. 

The Mayor fears that if the Aldermen have 
their way they will not eliminate such inefficien- 
cies as the service of court processes by three 
offices and the maintenance of two prosecuting 
staffs. Not without reason, he fears that the Al- 
dermen would do nothing to eliminate state 
control of some departments so detailed that it 
leaves St. Louis with nothing to do but to pay 
the bills. 

The plain fact is that such arrangements are 
conducive to political favors and patronage, and 
the Aldermen would rather leave them undis- 
turbed than work for efficient home rule. 

Democrats control the Board of Aldermen by 
the overwhelming margin of 25 votes to 4. So 
it is clear which party is responsible for blocking 
the election of charter freeholders. 

And it also is clear exactly why many of the 
Democratic Aldermen are supporting that ap- 
proach. They are fronting for members of the 
Democratic City Committee, the city’s shadow 
government, 

At last count all but eight of the committee's 
56 members were riding the public payroll, many 
of them in sinecure jobs that quite likely would 
be eliminated in any real reorganization of mu- 
nicipal affairs. 

The committee members are the sure-thing 
boys, and they have no intention of permitting 
the aldermen to jeopardize their favored po- 
sitions at the public trough. So far they have 
been completely successful—a group of ward 
politicians showing the whole town who is boss. 

But surely every Democratic Alderman is not 
his committeeman’s Charlie McCarthy. Surely 
a substantial number of them are their own men. 

Surely the Board of Aldermen contains a 
sufficient number of unbossed Democrats who 
see the need and are willing to support Mayor 
Tucker's call for freeholders.

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\ Neichbor’s Achievement 

On a city block north of its Municipal Audi- 
torium, Kansas City is putting finishing touches 
on an impressive underground garage. It will hold 
1200 cars. It will have three underground tiers, 
properly ventilated and with escalators. It will be 
covered by a park, complete with trees and cen- 
tral fountain. It will cost $4,100,060. And it will 
open about Dec. 1, or in a month and a half 

All this is impressive for more reasons than 
one. St. Louis, which at last report had a defi- 
ciency of 5678 parking spaces, still has no perma- 
nent municipal off-street parking project, even 
in plans. Many reasons are given for inaction 
here, including lack of state legislation to let 
St. Louis use parking meter revenue for off- 
street parking or to let the city sell gasoline and 
oil at a municipal garage. 

But the fact is that Kansas City went ahead 
with its project without such legislation and re- 
gardiess of obstacles. Kansas City has done a 
job and St. Louis has hardly begun it. 
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A 13-Cent Bargain 

The St. Louis county bond issue is going to 
mean a tax increase, as every citizen knows, 
and the best way to judge a tax increase is in 
terms of value received. 

If the voters accept all eight propositions of 
the $39,712,000 public improvement bond issue 
on Nov. 22, they will be voting to increase their 
real estate tax by 13 cents on each $100 assessed 
valuation, the Citizens’ Bond Issue Committee 
says. Of course, if the voters reject one or 
more of the propositions, the tax rise would be 
proportionately lower. 

Stated either in terms of 13 cents on $100, or 
in terms of raising the present real estate tax 
rate of 66 cents to 79 cents, the tax bill for the 
bonds may seem large. But stated in terms of 
what it means to an individual taxpayer, the 
bill is nowhere near as imposing. And that is 
the way Victor D. Brannon, director of the 
Governmental Research Institute, estimates the

For some three dollars, or four dollars, or 
seven dollars a year, the owners of these homes 
would be purchasing far more than $39,712,000 
worth of public improvements. 

For example, by supporting Proposition 1, 
which includes $8,500,000 for expressways and 
an outer belt highway, the citizens would assure 
the county of nearly a 6-to-1 return in federal 
and state funds. They would be purchasing the 
right to use an urban expressway system through 
county and city worth more than 100 millions. 

In addition, voters can invest in safer, smooth- 
er transportation through a broad program of 
local road improvement; in speedier, more accu- 
rately counted elections through new voting 
machines; in their children's welfare and every- 
body’s health through new county buildings. 
And, if the voters wish, they can buy a hundred 
new parks and playgrounds, and the beginning 
of an organized civil defense program. 

All this is a bargain at 13 cents or 79 cents 
or $3.12 or $7.80, or however many cents or 
dollars the voters decide to pay in extra taxes 


in balloting on Nov. 22, and however they wish 
to look upon the tax bill. They will be buying 
20 years of progress for their county. 
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A Mystery of Diplomacy 

What does American diplomacy gain by en- 
gaging in a periodic test of strength with Russia 
over the election of new members to the United 
Nations Security Council? Does it gain enough 
to offset what it so obviously loses? Is there 
any solid réason why this old routine, which 
seems to have become almost. automatic, should 
not be abandoned as a small gesture of concilia- 
tion in the spirit of Geneva? 

When the United Nations was first organized, 
the leading members informally agreed that the 
six non-permanent members of the Security 
Council should be geographically distributed so 
as to give Latin America two seats, Western 
Europe one, the British Commonwealth one, the 
Middle East one and Eastern Europe one. First 
Poland, then the Ukraine, then Yugoslavia held 
the Eastern European seat. 

Since 1951, however, the American delegation 
has been moving steadily away from the agree- 
ment. It succeeded in electing Greece and then 
Turkey, though neither is ordinarily regarded as 
a part of Eastern Europe. This year our delega- 
tion has abandoned all pretense of maintaining 
the original geographical balance, and is. sup- 
porting the Philippines against first Poland and 
now Yugoslavia. After eight ballots the struggle 
is deadlocked, with Britain and other allies 
reported to be voting with the Russians against 
our candidate. 

Why so much fierce electioneering over one 
seat on the Security Council? Whoever wins the 


current contest, the Council's other 10 mem- 


bers will be: 
Permanent Non-Permanent 
U.S.A. Belgium 
United Kingdom Iran 
France Peru 
Nationalist China Austria 
U.S.S.R. Cuba 


On any issue of truly crucial importance be- 
tween East and West, the United States could 
reasonably count on the support of nine out of 
these 10 members. Seven votes are enough 
to carry any question before the Council. 

Is anything of value gained by having the 
line-up 10 to 1 against Russia instead of 9 to 1? 
That is the question the State Department should 
be asking itself. Unless the answer is a per- 
Suasive affirmative, this periodic struggle to 
“beat the Russians” appears to be a meaningless 
rite that had better be abandoned in the interest 
of improved East-West relations.

ICC and Ovt-of-Control Trucks 

The story of a big tractor-trailer truck with 
faulty brakes racing madly out of control down 
a grade and killing several persons is one that 
has become far too common in America. The 
dispatch from Cumberland, Md., this week tell- 
ing how an out-of-control truck sped down Big 
Savage mountain into the town is typical of 
what a juggernaut of the highway can do in the 
way of spreading death and destruction 

Careening along for five miles at a speed that 
finally reached 85 miles an hour, this truck 
overtook and smashed into a sedan, leaving four 
persons trapped inside to burn to death. It 
then smashed into another truck, decapitating 
the driver. The driver of the runaway truck, 
who was unhurt, told how his brakes failed and 
he was unable to build up the air pressure again. 

Last Oct. 4 the brakes on a truck loaded with 
lumber failed at West Newton, Pa. The big 
vehicle crashed into a freight train at a grade 
crossing in the heart of the town and derailed 
nine cars. The driver died in his cab. Five 
other persons died when the derailed cars 
smashed into two stores. 

The day after this accident, a brief dispatch 
told of a $500 maximum fine being imposed on 
the owners of a truck— with faulty brakes — 
which had killed seven persons on May 27 when 
it raced down a hill in San Francisco. The im- 
posing of such a fine in such a serious accident 
means very little. 

News of this kind indicates very plainly that 
the huge truck which carries tons of freight as 
it rolls along the highway only inches from light 
passenger automobiles needs some kind of emer- 
gency stopping device that would take over if the 
brakes failed. Such pleas were made long ago 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission. The 
railway brotherhoods, rivals of the trucking 
industry, asked the ICC. more than a year ago 
to order that all tractor-trailers be equipped 
with dual airbrake systems. An American Truck- 
ing Association branch opposed the petition. 

It is about time that the ICC exercised the 
power it clearly possesses and laid down simple 
requirements for safe braking systems that will 
cut down some of the toll of the highways.

This bid by the jj, 
Georgia Power Co. 
was a brash one. 
Federal law says Sherman 
that power generated at public dams 
shall be offered first to co-operatives 
or other public power groups. The 
company lawyers might have known 
this, but apparently there was deemed 
to be no harm in trying, with adminis- 
trators in Washington notably inclined 
to lend an ear to private utilities. How- 
ever, just to settle any doubts, Attorney 
General Brownell sent an opinion over 
to the Interior Department on July 15, 
reminding of the law. 


With an outcry that sounds more tri- 
umphant, or let’s say eager, than indig- 
nant, the investigating Democrats point 
out that Interior sat upon the epinion 
for three months while negotiations for 
power remained alive.

place? 


There is no doubt that it went there 
More frank than the political adver- 
saries, the Georgia Power Co. president 
has admitted going there with an asso- 
ciate to talk it over with Mr. Adams 
last Dec. 20. And there can be no doubt 
that as soon as the White House is men- 
tioned as the site of a conference on 
power, Democrats can't help recalling 
the public record of encouragement in 
that quarter for the Dixon-Yates con- 
tract. High policy, accountable policy, 
is involved. 

It may be true that the co-operatives 
which could use the power and are leg- 
ally entitled to it have no transmission 
lines. It may also be true that the pri- 
vate utility has been trying to work out 
a way to buy and transmit the power 
to the public groups at cost. These 
claims are offered by the Interior De- 
partment and the power company in 
self-extenuation. 

But it is also true that the Secretary 
of the Interior is Douglas McKay, the 
Oregonian whose gestures of partiality 
for private utilities have “been numer- 
ous. The Democrats have a point to 
press and are pressing it. They doubt- 
less prefer it that way to having Mr. 
Adams tell all. 


‘ British Cars in America

The announcement of a $20,000,000 
repeat contract obtained by the British 
Moter Corporation for further deliver- 
ies of the Nash Metropolitan car that 
they are making for the American mar- 
ket adds one more to Sir Leonard 
Lord’s laurels. A reasonable surmise 
would be that its sales may be of the 
order of 10,000 a year. Such a figure 
would be a welcome addition to the 
turnover of Nash which, in spite of its 
merger last year with Hudson into 
the American Motor Corporation, is, 
jike all the manufacturers other than 


the General Motors, Ford and Chrysler, ~ 


having a hard struggle. 


In last year’s registrations of cars of 
European make (excluding the Metro- 
politan) the Volkswagen went hand- 
somely into the lead, with a total of 
over 6000 units. The MG had a sad de- 
cline to 3454 units, but still kept ahead 
of Jaguar in unit sales (3365). Declines 
of the order of 50 per cent were the fate 
of the other established leaders in Brit- 
ish registrations, viz., Hillman, Ford and 
Austin. The Austin Healey, however, 
made a spectacular success with sales of 
just over 2000, while the other newcom- 
er to the list of sports cars, the Triumph 
TR2, was within striking distance of 


1000. It is clear the best hope of the 
British manufacturer lies in the sports 
car field. Both the Austin Healey and 
the Triumph give an excellent perform- 
ance at a not unreasonable price, while 
the Jaguar XK140 gives an altogether 
outstanding performance at a very fair 
price. The MG, however, has exploited 
for ali its considerable worth the rather 
indefinable qualities of “character,” 
rather than serious speed or accelera- 
tion. But the announcement that MG 
had resumed competitive racing led to 
the new MG-A sports car which gives 
a really fine performance even though, 
because its body design is reasonably 
functional, it must inevitably forfeit 
some of, the charm of the former MG, 
that miniature bottle of a vintage car.

A Dream of Success 
THE FABULOUS TRAIN. by Frederic Wakeman 

(Rinehart, 275 pgs., $3.50.) 

This sixth novel by the author of ‘The 
Hucksters” has to do with a week in the 
life of Hal Sample during the summer 
following his graduation from the Uni- 
versity of Kansas 

The year is 1933. The place Is a fic- 
titiougs Carbon City, Kans. And Hal, one 
of the countless bright young men de- 
nied the optimism of youth by the De- 
pression, is trying to decide whether to 
accept a Princeton fellowship to do 
graduate work in physics, to Join the 
Communist party which offers to pay 
his living expenses, to return with his 
secret wife to graduate school at KU, 
or to find a job in business and set up 
housekeeping in the usual way. 

The problem is made considerably 
more difficult by his good-hearted par- 
ents who nurse dreams of Hal’s becom- 
ing a famous scientist and by a college 
buddy who offers Hal (about as discour- 
aged as he-cqn be 
after consistent fail- 
ure at job hunting) 
a well paying posi- 
tion aS a neon sign 
sales manager. 

A subplot to all 
of this, as Hal sells 
Fords for a Carbon 
City dealer on a 
part-time basis and 
wrestles with his 
hopes, is the some- 
what amusing ques- 
tion of the paterni- 
ty of Babe Coy’s 
unborn child. Every 
young male in Car- 
bon City except Hal seems to be a sus- 
pect. Doc Fidler leads on Babe’s par- 
ents with talk about blood tests show- 
ing them the man, but their hopes of 
nailing the town’s richest playboy col- 
lapse after they visit a lawyer. Babe 
has to settle for a farmhand with a mar- 
tyr complex 

But such joshing doesn't save “The 
Fabulous Train” (so titled because Hal 
once sees a splendid train stopping in 
Carbon City and it becomes a symbol 
for his dream of success) from grinding 
to an amateurish halt 

We never imagine that an “intellectu- 
al’ like Hal will settle for a salesman’s 
shoeshine and smile. The crisis is in Mr. 
Wakeman’s mind alone. !t would be 
ridiculous to think from what we read 
that this 100 per cent American bov 
scout type would join the Communist 
party. The only question is how will Mr. 
Wakeman push him on to Princeton, 
Then it comes., 

Hal has contracted a venereal disease 
from the wife no one but Hal has ever 
met—-no one, including the reader of 
the novel 

“The Fabulous Train” does sketch out 
a few aspects of life in a Kansas town 
during the Depression, the bootlegging, 
poolroom byplay, bankruptcy, and so 
on. But it consistently fails to convince 
one that all of this about Hal Sample 
could have happened, that any of the 
major characters have character, or that 
there was any reason for many thought- 
ful and disturbed Americans to find 
Communism attractive during the 
thirties. 

No one has ever accused Frederte 
Wakeman of being a major novelist. But 
he does have gifts, as displayed in 
“Shore Leave” and “The Hucksters.” 
You won't find many of them, if any at 
all, in “The Fabulous Train.”

Speaking before the annual 
conference of the Missouri Mu- 
League, Tucker ex- 
pressed opposition to the St. 
Louis city-county merger move- 
now under way. He 
warned against any “hasty” ef- 
forts to reach far-reaching and 
permanent solutions of the 
problems before basic studies 
have been completed. | 

The St. Louis Mayor called | 
on municipal officials in metro- 
politan areas to attack their 
community-wide problems on a 
voluntary basis, until the proper 
groundwork has been competed 
for any permanent changes. 

“We must stop thinking in 
ter:is of our bailiwick,” he de- | 
clared. “‘We must tackle our 
problems on an area-wide basis. | 

“If we have traffic jams | 
which involve a_ neighboring 
community, let’s sit down and 
work out a solution which will 
benefit the people who pay our 
salaries. 

“Petty neighborhood squab- | 
bles between communities | 
should not stand in the way of | 
sound highway planning, better | 
traffic movement, adequate sew- 
er facilities—to name only a 
few things of common interest.” 

Tucker said large cities are 
now ‘reaping the harvest of | 
poor planning.” The cities, he | 
added, became “nightmares of | 
confusion” because there were 
no plans years ago to meet traf- 
fic problems or provide ade- 
quate housing, parks and rec- 
reational areas. 

Although many persons 
moved to the suburbs for ‘“‘liv- 
ing space,’ some St. Louis su- 
burban areas are making the 
same mistakes the cities did 
years ago, he reported. In 
many places, he declared, small 
homes are being crowded to- 
gether with not much more 
space for children to play than 
in the city. In some new areas, 
schools, police ahd fire pro- 
tection are inadequate, and 
there are no sewers. 
‘Strait-Jacket of Boundaries.’ 

The problem, Tucker added, | 
has been complicated by the de- 
velopment of numerous sepa- 
rate local governments within 
a contiguous area. He said the 
cities are forced to operate in 
a “strait-jacket of political 
boundaries, although the prob- 
lems—their cause and effect— 
do not respect these bound- 
aries.” 

Although he said the prob- 
lems must be solved on an 
area-wide basis, he declared he 
is opposed to the appointment 
of a board of freeholders at 
this time to consider some form 
of merger of St. Louis and St. 
Louis county,. because’ the 
board would have -only a year 
to study the problems and draft 


a plan 

Tucker advocated an alter- 
nate plan, under which a 
thorough study of the metro- 
politan area plans would be 


made by Washington and St. 
Louis universities, so the basic 
work could be completed before 
the board is named. He added 
that it is hoped that the study 
will be financed by a national 
foundation

This forecast was contained | 
in a paper, “Future of Syn- | 
thetic Liquid and Gaseous 
Fuels” presented before the 
joint fuels conference of the 
American Institute of Mining 
and Metallurgical Engineers 
and the American Society of 
Mechanical Engineers. 

Howard R. Betchelder and 
Harlan W. Nelson, Battelle tech- 
nologists, foresee in the near 
future production of synthetic 
fuels in special areas, and think 
synthetics will begin to come 
into general use within the next 
decade. They said

Per capita fuel consumption, 
is increasing at a 
rate of 1,000,000 BTU (British 
thermal units) per year. Also 
by 1975, the population of the 
United States may reach 210,- 
000,000 people, they said.

must be at least 500 oyster reci- 
pes kicking around over the 
world, and we still don’t know 
all there is to know about them. 

What we do know is interest- 
ing, even if some of it is slight- 
ly bewildering. Take this tidbit, 
for instance, culled from a book 
about the oyster: If you take a 
bushel of live oysters inland, no 
matter how far, and stack them, 
you will find that a certain 
hour, and never the same hour 
any day, the oysters on top of 
the stack will open up and be- 
gin to drip sea water. Almost 
immediately the oysters under- 
neath open up and begin to 
drink it. This continues for five 
hours and then they all close up 
tight for seven hours. That just 
goes to show you about oysters. 

It may interest you also to 
know that a full grown oyster 
can spawn 1,500,000 oysters in 
a season. But day-old oysters 
are so minute that 1,000,000 of 
them could be placed in a bottle 
no bigger than your finger. Most 
of them are eaten by various 
sea animals while still very 
small, which may sound unfor- 
tunate, but which is really a 
good thing. Otherwise in a few 
years we'd all be up to here in 
oysters. 

* \* 

HERE are few foods which 
T lend themselves to such a 

variety of dishes. Oysters 
are made into soups, bisques, 
canapes, chowders and cock- 
tails. Also croquettes, curries, 
fricassees and fritters. Not to 
mention loaves, omlettes and 
sandwiches. They are also 
fried, baked, boiled, stuffed, 
pickled, poached, barbecued and 
deviled. They can be made into 
pies, pancakes, souffles and sal- 
ads, just to mention a few. 

It seems a shame that we sel- 
dom encounter them any way 
except raw, fried, stewed and 
escalloped. And even the peo-

ple who eat them raw dip them 
in catsup, little realizing that 
each of the various types of 
oyster has it own subtle but 
distinct flavor. 


. . * 
OW do you stuff an oyster? 
Well, you don't exactly 


stuff the oyster; you stuff 
the shell in the sense of stuffed 
crabs, They’re delicious if you'd 
like to try. 

Take a couple of dozen oys- 
ters from their shells and save 
the liquor. Clean the oysters 
and the shells. Crumble 10 
slices of real dry toast and pour 
the oyster liquor over it. Then 
add four tablespoons of clam 


broth and mash this to a paste 
with a fork. Then add a grated 
onion, four tablespoons of mus- 
tard butter (I'll tell you how 
to make it In a minute), a half 
can of tomato puree and salt 
and pepper to taste. Finally, 
an eighth of a teaspoon of cur- 
ry powder. 

Heat it for five minutes, stir- 
ring all the time and then put 
in two tablespoons of Worces- 
tershire sauce. Mix this with 
three slightly beaten eggs and 
then cook it for two more min- 
utes, still stirring. Now add the 
oysters and mix them well. Fill 
the deep side of the shells with 
the mixture, allowing one oys- 


ter to each with stuffing below 
and above it. Mix some melted 
tt — ee oa _ 
parsley an on 
then broil them for two min- 
utes under the broiler. Provide 
some lemon quarters and you 
never tasted anything so good. 

Mustard butter is made by 
adding a half teaspoon of pre- 
pared mustard to a tablespoon 
of butter and creaming it thor- 
oughly,

HAT’S an oyster pie? I 
heard someone say. It’s a 
delicious oyster dish, and 

here’s one way: 

Melt three tablespoons of 
butter in a saucepan and cook 
therein for two minutes a tea- 
spoon of finely minced shallots. 
Then stir in three tablespoons 
of flour and when its blended 
pour in three cups of oyster 
liquor which has been strained. 
Then a tablespoon of chopped 
celery, two teaspoons of 
chopped parsley, a teaspoon of 
minced onion and a teaspoon 
of worcestershire sauce. Salt 
and pepper to taste. 

Now have ready three dozen 
cleaned oysters and three thin 
slices of ham. Cut the ham in 
small pieces. Lay the oysters 
and the ham in a buttered bak- 
ing dish and then put the vege- 
table mixture on top. Top it 
with pastry crust, brush it with 
milk and bake it for five min- 
utes in a hot oven. Then grad- 
ually-lower the heat to 350 de- 
prees and let it bake until the 
crust browns and rises.

ERE’S an easy and delicious 

H way to bake oysters: Cut 
day-old bread in thin slices 

and toast it until it’s evenly 

browned. Butter it lightly and 
sprinkle on a little oyster 
liquor. Cover each piece with 

small oysters, sprinkle on a 

little salt and pepper, dot with 

butter, and put them in a 450 

degree oven until the edges 

curl. Serve hot. 

And when the edges curl is 
when any oyster should be re- 
moved from the heat. Oysters 
should always be cooked quick- 
ly. When they cook long and 
slow they get tough as rubber, 
and also hard to digest. So no 
matter how you're cooking 
them, just cook them long 
enough to curl the edges.

DENTICAL twins often puz- 
| zie their teachers and play- 

mates, but they can keep 
their parents in a perpetual 
state of bewilderment, too. 
They can be so much alike 
that their own mothers can't 
tell which is which, Yet, rear- 
ing a set of twins can be an 
exciting adventure, as Mrs. G. 
has found. But in spite of this, 
she expresses the hope, in a 
letter to me, that “they'll be 
less alike when they grow up.” 

There won't be much differ- 
ence, Mrs. G. Identical twins, 
being actually two halves of 
the same original fertilized egg 
cell, haven't much reason to 
be different! A recent study 
found that bloodhounds, sup- 
posed to be able to “get their 
man” infallibly, can’t tell the 
smell of one such twin from 
that of the other. They have 
similar mental traits, too, tend- 
ing to think the same way, 
commit the same crimes, and 
eat the same meals—if they go 
into a resturant for breakfast 
they can simply advise the 
waitress to “Stack ‘em up 
twice and draw a pair.”

THESE SIMILARITIES are 
stressed by parents who dress 
and treat them as nearly alike 
as possible, and there is a 
good deal of controversy among 
educators as to whether this is 
the best way to bring up twins.

Help Is Need od

Fifth article in a series from the book, “Eat, 
Think and Be Slender.” The author is a practicing 
physician in New York City, specializing in the 
problems of obesity. 


NLESS you can achieve some understanding of the 

basic problem which has resulted in your obesity, you 

cannot have ultimate success in any weight reduction 
program. 

If you have tried to lose 
weight before and have 
failed, it has been because 
you did not realize that 
your problem is probably 
emotional. Knowing the 
emotional basis of your 
overweight, you can 
achieve the necessary in- 
sight. This ifsight need 
only be superficial—that 
is, intellectual as opposed 
to emotional—to help you 
control the symptom of 
obesity. 

Weight reduction in 
most cases is an important 
therapy involving princi- 
pally co-operation between 
the patient and the physi- 
cian. 

There are rare cases of 
obese persons who have 
dieted on their own and 
successfully remained at normal weight. But the vast 
majority of obese persons require all the help they can 
get in solving their problem. 

Too often persons who would never attempt to indulge 
in self-medication if they were suffering from arthritis or 
heart disease are just the persons who will attempt self- 
treatment for obesity. They do this, little realizing that 
obesity also is an illness. 

a ee 

ANY INDIVIDUAL strongly enough motivated in seek- 
ing weight reduction will lose weight on practically any 
diet. Once the motivation is removed, however, the pounds 
will go right back on again. 

An example of this is the young woman about to be 
married. Some months before the wedding she will go to 
her doctor to get a diet so that she will be a beautiful bride. 
Soon after the “goal date” has passed, the pounds go on 
again because the motivation has passed, too. 

For complete success, insight and understanding—not 
merely motivation—are necessary. 

The role of the physician is paramount in any weight 
reduction therapy. Physicians find that practically all pa- 
tients interested in losing weight know all about which 
foods are the most fattening and which are the least fat- 
tening. The average obesity patient usually has accum- 
ulated an amazing amount of knowledge on diets and 
calories. 

The failure of any reducing diet is never the lack of 
knowledge. Any reducing diet favored by the physician 
will be successful if all other factors are attended to as well. 

> &. 2 

THE BASIC IDEA of any diet is simplicity. The aver- 
age person is not mathematically or scientifically enough 
inclined to be able to follow the diets ordinarily advocated 
in reducing. 

When it comes to food, you must consider yourself 
much like the alcoholic with liquor. Just as the alcoholic 
should not be trusted with the first drink, so the obese 
patient should not be trusted with starches, sugar and fats 
during a diet regime. 

After you have reached your goal and have acquired a 
degree of insight, you will be able to go on a more liberal 
diet during your weight-watching period so that you do not 
lose more weight than necessary. 

During the period when the obese patient must not 
only deprive himself of gluttony but must eat less than 
normal-weight individuals, hunger-curbing tablets, pre- 
scribed by the physician, are of great help. The patient re- 
quires all the help he can get at this time. After the patient 
attains normal weight, he will be able, with his own re- 
sources, to keep his weight down. 

: + 

THE DIFFERENCE between success and failure, how- 
ever, in a weight reduction program is psychotherapy and 
the resulting understanding the patient attains of his prob- 
lem. The bulk of the psychotherapy given to the obese 
patient by the practitioner is supportive therapy. Its pur- 
pose is to give the patient the opportunity to understand 
intellectually, at least, the drives that motivate overeating. 

In supportive psychotherapy no attempt is made to get 
to the root of the illness. Such a process involves major 
psychoanalysis. 

The physician, by listening to his patient's difficulties 
with understanding and without condemnation, is giving the 
patient a greater sense of security. 

x * 

THE IMPORTANCE of psychotherapy in the treatment 
of obesity has become so recognized that the United States 
Public Health Service conducted experiments in Boston 
recently. 

The experiments were attempted to see if treatment 
from “group therapy”—obese people getting together to 
discuss their problems among themselves—would be of 
value. The results were limited, unfortunately, but they 
did prove again the need for psychotherapy in the treatment 
of obesity. 

Don’t worry about the fact that your overweight is 
probably due to an emotional problem. These problems are 
easily discovered and getting to the root of them is com- 
paratively simple in the supportive therapy treatment your 
doctor will give you. 

With these obstacles hurdled, you cannot help but have 
success ultimately in your phan to lose weight.

A ‘Don Juan’ From Mexico in St. Louis 


Ricardo Montalban Wanted to Be a Bullfighter Before He Became Actor 


By Mary Kimbrough 


ICARDO MONTALBAN had 
R no idea of going into the 

theater back in the late ’30s 
when his brother brought him 
to the States from Mexico to 
complete his education. But 
work in diction and dramatics 
put him before the high school 
footlights, the first two plays 
he saw on Broadway converted 
him, and all his youthful plans 
to become a bullfighter and his 
family’s thought that he would 
be a business man were prompt- 
ly tossed out the window. In- 
stead he became an actor and 
soon played several bit parts on 
Broadway. 

Having long since graduated 
from minor roles—in which his 
major speech might be, “Dinner 
is served, madame’—he is in 
St. Louis this week in what he 
terms the most important and 
most exciting role of his career. 
Montalban appears as “Don 
Juan” in Bernard Shaw’s “Don 
Juan in Hell,” at the American 
Theater. Billed as the National 
Drama Quartet, Montalban, 
Mary Astor, Reginald Denny 
and Kurt Kasznar are touring 
in the dramatic concert, pre- 
sented without scenery and 
without stage action. 

“That’s what makes it so dif- 
ficult,” said Montalban. “It’s a 
tremendous piece of memoriza- 
tion. And you don’t have any 
stage business to help you re- 
member or pick up a cue. 


“This is one of the longest 
roles in the theater, but it’s a 
magnificent role. We are at lec- 
terns on the stage, with our 
books opened before us, but we 
seldom refer to them and even 
though we turn the pages, 
they're never turned to the 
right place. That's to show that 
Bernard Shaw—not histrionics 
-—is the important thing.”
